battle. I have seen forty noblemen and nearly 60 members of the House of 
Commons at a prize fight between two ruffians, who had made what h called “a 
cross,” and thus gulled the aristocracy—their “honorable,” and “right honor¬ 
able” patrons! The thing wa* fashionable. 

It was thus—two fellows had a match made. They had friends who backed 
them at from $1000 to $10,000 a-side, on a “fair pitched battle.” The backers 
were in league, and secretly acted in concert. A and B were respectively betted 
on, and the newspapers kept up the interest by the publication, from time to time, 
training of the men. 1

Meanwhile, the backers quietly U:ade up their books—that is, made heavy bets 
and booked them. One man, perhaps, might be the favorite, and the bets would 
run in his favor ; tha backers would bet with each other heavily, ao as to gull the 
flats to follow their example. Thus, one side would have nominal bets to the 
amount of $100,000, and hedge, on the other side, with real betters to half that 
amount- The other party would bet (with real betters also) at the odds against 
the maa moot likely lo lose; that is, they might take 8 to 1 on the weakest man— 
my $900,000 on the fight, having previously arranged among themselves, the com¬ 
batants c onse n t i ng, that the beat man should late the battle. 

The bellle would take place—the pugilists would fight their thirty or forty 
rounds (oftener more, to run the chance of more beta and avoid the chance of de¬ 
tection), and then, as if by accident, the favorite would get a strong hit, fall dowa, 
be unable “ to come to the scratch” when “ time” was called, and the victory 
would be won, by tlie inferior man, to the great profit of the backers, who would 
then divide the spoil. 

The beaten party wax often very much “ punished,” (having got and given a 
good beating, to make tlie affair appear a bona fide fair “ stand-up fight”), but of¬ 
tener affected to be much injured. He got blooded, remained in bed for a week, 
returned to London where his friends condoled with him as “u brave fellow,” chal¬ 
lenged his late competitor, had a new battle, beat him on the cross, and thus the 
game went. 

I remember an instanco, however, where there was “a cross” resumed. This 
Vas in 1889, when Big Brown, of Bridgnorth, fought with Ikey Dobell. Brown 
was a terrific pugilist—about six feel high—weighed 16 stone, but was withal ao 
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try which, although no more than three miles in extent, was intersected by gates, 
hixiges. and I sulks, which required nearly forty leaps, most of which were taken 
in gallant style.

The Jockey Clubs of England and Ireland, for each kingdom has one, may be 
considered, in some measure, as Courts of Apjieal or Trial in Sporting matters 
That theii power is absolute may he gathered from the fact, (as many of your 
readers will remember) that Geo. IV. when Prince of Wales, was axpellrd the 
Club, (equivalent to expulsion from the Turf) and that they administer strict jus 
tice may be supposed when I tell you that his Royal Highness, despite his rank 
had done a shabby trick or two, whieh richly merited expulsion. 

The Duke of York, on the contrary, was an “ honorable man" in sporting pai- 
lance. He was usually on the wrong side in betting A curious anecdote is told 
of him. He went to Newmarket, to liet. with about 810.000 in his pocket book 
bring the extent of what he had resolved to lose. By some accklent he lost the 
book, declined to bet, and would have lost had he belted He laughed at the loss 
which,lie truly said, would lie fell by the blacklegs of the turf anil not by him, as, had 
lie betted he would have still been minus About a mile from Newmarket. a gen¬ 
tlewoman accosted him, and, handing bun the pocket-book, said he had dropped it 
while drawing out lus handkerchief, I ait rode un so swiftly that she, who picked 
it up, had no opportunity of returning it. and waited then>, the whole day. in the 
hope of teeing him ' Have you opened it 1 nsked the Duke, “ V^s ” said she 
and found it full of bank notes !”—•■ You are not wealthy 1” said the Duk-- 
“ No." said she, •« I am the widow of Lieutenant Wdliams. of the 80th, and your 
Royal Highness (then commander-in-chief) 1ms always decimal t 0 recommend 
me for a pension ” “ My good lady," replied he," it was my duly to decline, lie- 
cause your claims were not strong enough. But oblige me by accepting the con¬ 
tents of the pocket-book,—nay. don’t refuse, if you had not found it, it w ould have 
been gamble.! away among tlie horse-jockies.” He made off, leaving the widow 
very mush delighted 

The Duke of York was usually unfortunate on the turf. Once, he won a hea¬ 
vy stake, at Epsom rare* 1 the winner was n fine horse called •• Moses." The 
Duke, albeit a layman and no Joseph, was Bishop of Osnaburg, in Hanover. Af¬ 
ter the race, he w as observed to look very serious, ” I wonder” said a bystander, 
” What lh<! Prince-Bishop is thinking on V’—” Oh, you fool," said another. ” ori 
Moses and the profits (prophets] to be sure!" 

George IV was turned out of the Jockey Club of England, but w hen he became 
King he was meniK-r, again, ex-officio. He then look to the turf again, and so 
keen was he about it that, Aacot Races being held during his death sickness, his 
great anxiety, (even after he received thr sacrament, n-i one in artieulo mortis ) 
was to ascertain whether a favorite horse had won ! 

These digressions will make you think that ! am bolting. No such thing ! I 
mention the above facts, to sIkiw that even royalty has swindled on tlie English 
turf:—a simple member of Parliament has done so, on the Irish. 

Edward Ruthven is memlier of Parliament for Kildare—the most sporting 
county in Ireland You know that tte best races in Ireland are lield on the far- 
famed “ Curragh of Kildare.” He is a magistrate, and son of ” OukJ Ruthven,” 
the Parliamentary colleague of Daniel O’Connell, for Dublin city. He m— no, I 
beg pardon, be teas a member, and a very active one, of the Jockey Club of Ire¬ 
land, or as it is called the “ Irish Turf Club ” 

He kept a stud of racers, and at some recent race ran two horses. ( Carotin « 
and Uxnsltr) m* rolls. They beat all the horses ul a dashing rate; ami Mr. Ruth- 
ven’s “ colts” were tlie wonder of the field At last the Karl of Miltown, 
(also a member of the Turf ( lull), having had one of his horses liratcn, (I think 
by Caroline), suspected, knowing the bottom of his colt, that ns the age of mi¬ 
racles has passed, there must be a trick. Various rircuinstances helped" to make 
out a ease of suspicion that Mr. Ruthven’s ’‘colts’’ were more than three years 
old; in fact, that they were four years old, and had been known at Newmarket 
under the names of Beer a sine and Old Bill! 

Lord Milton accordingly put in a strong protest against any stakes being paid 
the owner of Caroline and Leinster, alias Biccasinc, and Old Hill. Mr. Rulh- 
ven claimed the cash as legally won, aed therefore, Lord Miltow n referred the 
matter to the Irish Turf Club. 

Bulhven apparently disrelished tins, for he threw every obstacle in the way of 
a fisir decision; in fact, of any decision whatever. He w.is unwilling to allow

The Irish jockeys who had seen the horses run as “colts," desrr.txd 
them, and said desrri|>tions lallietl with timer of the Newmarket yxkitn 
veterinary men who had examined tlie “ colts" on the sly, swore that their 
were upwaids of three years old; and lastly, die pedigrees of each "coh " ^ 
shown to hr fabricated. ^ 

T.illersall of London wrote to say, that it was impossible Old Bill or Bt_ 

zinc, both valuable horses, could have hern shipped from Liverpool to New-Y«k 
without Ins knowledge—lhot they would have hern insured in London (tW 
being no such insurance to l«e effected in Liverpool)—that he had inqait^ 
found no such insurance had been made, end that he was the person who (U^ 
invariably, sent horses to America.
